In factory visit, Bush touts 
jobs plan, courts key voters 

RICHFIELD, OHIOl President Bush announced 
Monday he is creating a high-level govern- 
ment post to nurture the manufacturing sec- 
tor, which is bleeding jobs in states crucial 
to his re-election. 

On a Labor Day trip to 
a factory training center, 

Bush said he had direct- 
ed Commerce Secretary 
Don Evans to establish 
an assistant position that 
will focus “on the needs of 
manufacturers.” 

Bush said the nation 
has lost “thousands” of manufacturing jobs; 
in fact, the losses have soared into the mil- 
lions: Of the 2.7 million jobs the U.S. econ- 
omy has lost since early 2001, 2.4 million 
were in manufacturing. 

The president attributed the erosion to 
jobs flowing to cheaper labor markets over- 
seas, adding that was his primary reason for 
creating the new manufacturing czar. 

“One way to make sure that the manufac- 
turing sector does well is to send a message 
overseas, [to] say, look, we expect there to be 
a fair playing field when it comes to trade,” 
Bush said, scott lindlaw (ap)

Herbal Medicine: Dutch Offer Pot by Prescription 


AMSTERDAM, NETHERLANDS I Marijuana 
went on sale Monday at Dutch pharmacies 
to help bring relief to thousands of patients 
suffering from cancer, AIDS, multiple scle- 
rosis or Tourette’s syndrome. 

Labeled “Cannabis” and tested by the 
Ministry of Health, the drug will be covered 
by health insurance for the first time under 


a new law that went into effect in March. 

Canada, Germany and Australia also allow 
use of medicinal marijuana or its active chemi- 
cal, THC, but the Dutch go a step further by 
providing the drug and regulating its quality. 
In the United States, 14 states allow medicinal 
use despite a federal ban on the drug. 

Two varieties of the drug will be available to 


the Dutch, offering a lower or higher content 
of THC. It will cost $48 for a 15 percent vari- 
ant and $60 for an 18 percent version. 

Recent studies show a small increase in the 
number of Dutch people who say they have 
tried marijuana, but overall use levels are well 
below those in the United States despite the 
drug’s widespread availability, (ap)

Blackout Hits Peninsula;

The United States accuses 
Iran of developing a clandestine 
nuclear weapons program in viola- 
tion of the Nuclear Nonproliferation 
Treaty. Iran insists its nuclear pro-

— a right that it says is guaranteed

Serb Killed After Grenade 
Tossed into Kosovo Shop 

A hand grenade exploded in a shop 
in an ethnically mixed village in 
eastern Kosovo, killing one Serb 
and injuring four others, a U.N. 
spokesman said Monday. The cir- 
cumstances of the blast were not 
clear. Kosovo has been administered 
by the United Nations and NATO- 
led peacekeepers since June 1999, 
after a NATO bombing campaign 
forced an end to a Serb crackdown

New ‘Saddam’ Tape Airs 


Wife Says 
Kelly Felt 
Betrayed 

Caught in maelstrom 
over Iraq, weapons 
adviser was distraught 

LONDON I Weapons adviser David 
Kelly felt betrayed by his bosses at 
the Ministry of Defense after being 
caught up in a political storm over 
the government’s case for war in 
Iraq, his widow testified Monday. 

Janice Kelly said that in the days 
before his apparent suicide, he was 
distressed over being identified as 
the possible source of a BBC report 
that claimed Prime Minister Tony 
Blair’s office had exaggerated the 
threat posed by Saddam Hussein’s 
weapons to justify war. 

“He had shrunk into himself, 
but I had no idea of what he might 
do later,” she added, describing her 
husband’s disconsolate state July 17, 
the day he disappeared from their 
rural home in southern England. 
Hours later, police found his body in 
a nearby woodland. He apparently 
had taken painkillers and slashed 
his wrist with a pen knife. 

The inquiry is, in part, exam- 
ining how and why Kelly’s name 
became public and whether the 
resulting media attention and his 
treatment by government officials 
contributed in any way to his death.

Governing Council 
takes step toward 
reclaiming power 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ | As a huge funeral 
procession for a beloved Shiite cleric 
marched to the holy city of Najaf, 
Arab TV broadcast an audiotape 
Monday purportedly from Saddam 
Hussein denying any involvement 
in the bombing that killed the mod- 
erate ayatollah. 

The voice on the tape appeared 
to be that of Saddam and employed 


his well-known rhetorical flourishes 
in urging Iraqis not to believe those 
who blamed him and his follow- 
ers for Friday’s attack on the sacred 
Imam Ali shrine in Najaf that killed 
Ayatollah Mohammad Baqir al- 
Hakim and 124 other people. 

The voice made no mention of 
the Jordanian Embassy bombing 
on Aug. 7 or the U.N. headquarters 
attack 12 days later, which investi- 
gators suspect may have been com- 


mitted by Saddam followers. 

It was impossible to immediate- 
ly authenticate the tape, which the 
CIA said it was reviewing. 

The Iraqi Governing Council, 
meanwhile, named a new Cabinet 
in a step toward reclaiming some 
powers from the American occu- 
piers. The new government 
mirrors exactly the council’s 
ethnic and religious breakdown.

Offers English 
Version Online 

DUBAI, UNITED ARAB EMIRATES I The 
Arab satellite station Al-Jazeera 
launched an English-language Web 
site Monday, five months after hack- 
ers brought down a temporary site 
at the height of the Iraq war. 

Susi Sirri, news coordinator and 
spokeswoman, said the site aims 
“to fill a niche for English speakers 
who want to get the other side of the 
story, the Arab perspective.” 


The English site works closely 
with the television station and its 
Arabic Web site, but also has its own 
staff of nearly 50 Western and Arab 
journalists, Sirri said. 

A temporary version of 
English.aljazeera.net went online 
March 24 to cover the war but was 
soon brought down by hackers. 

US., British and even Arab offi- 
cials have criticized Al-Jazeera’s cov- 
erage of events in the Middle East, 
accusing the station of sensational- 
ism, bias, and incitement. Others in 
the region view it as a courageous 
addition to the Arab world’s mostly 
state -run media, (ap)

Palestinians in strife 
as Israel eontinues 
hunting down Hamas 

GAZA CITY, GAZA STRIP I Israel 
killed a Hamas militant Monday 
in its sixth missile strike in two 
weeks, while the Palestinian gov- 
ernment renewed truce talks with 
the Islamic militants. 

Also Monday, Palestinian offi- 
cials trying to mediate between 
veteran Palestinian leader Yasser 
Arafat and his beleaguered prime 
minister, Mahmoud Abbas, 
said the two are no longer on 
speaking terms. 

Arafat and Abbas, one shunned 
and the other backed by the United 
States, are locked in a power 
struggle that further jeopardizes 
the already troubled U.S.-backed 


“road map” peace plan. 

Israel says it will not negoti- 
ate with a Palestinian govern- 
ment handpicked by Arafat if the 
unpopular Abbas is ousted in a par- 
liament vote, which could come as 
early as next week. 

Abbas’ standing has been further 
undermined by Israel’s relentless 
strikes against Hamas in retalia- 
tion for an Aug. 19 bus bombing that 
killed 21 people in Jerusalem. 

Since the bombing, Israel has 
killed 14 Palestinians, including 11 
Hamas members and threebystand- 
ers, in six missile attacks. 

In Monday’s strike, Israeli heli- 
copters fired missiles at a car car- 
rying three Hamas militants, kill- 
ing one — who witnesses identified 
as 36-year-old Khader Houssre — 
and wounding a second, while the 
third got away.

The missiles hit as the car 
drove along a crowded side street 
in downtown Gaza City.

bus bombing to cut off contact.

Doomed Sub 
Can’t Be Raised 
Until Next Year 


MOSCOW I The derelict nuclear sub- 
marine that sank in the Barents Sea 
while en route to a scrapyard can’t 
be raised until at least next year, 
the Russian navy’s deputy chief 
said Monday. 

The submarine K-159 sank 
Saturday during a fierce storm 
while being towed to a port where 
its reactor was to be removed and 
dismantled and the rest of the ship 
scrapped. The K-159 was attached to 
pontoons for the towing, which were 
ripped off by the storm. Nine of the 
10 men aboard were killed. 

Navy and Atomic Energy 
Ministry officials were quoted by 
Russian news agencies Monday 
as saying that radiation levels 
were normal in the sinking area. 
Environmentalists warned, how- 
ever, that the contamination dan- 
ger was substantial, (ap)

Four Charged in

BOMBAY, INDIA I Police charged 
four people Monday with terrorist 
acts, accusing them of setting off 
three bombs that killed 55 people. 
Authorities say the suspects want- 
ed to avenge the deaths of Muslims 
killed in religious riots last year. 

The suspects — including a mar- 
ried couple and their teenage daugh- 
ter — were arrested under India’s 
tough anti-terrorism law and could 
face the death penalty.

Colombian 
Rebels Hit 
Power Line 

Electricity cut for 
U.S.-operated oil field 
and 125,000 people 

BOGOTA, COLOMBIA I Rebels blew 
up an electrical tower in northeast 
Colombia, cutting electricity to a 
U.S.-operated oil field and to some 
125,000 people in the region, a state 
governor said Monday. 

The sabotage occurred Sunday 
in spite of U.S. efforts to beef up 
the Colombian Army in Arauca 
state to prevent such attacks. U.S. 
Special Forces troops in Arauca 
have been training Colombian 
soldiers in aggressive counter- 
insurgency tactics to protect the 
Cano-Limon oil pipeline and other 
infrastructure. 

The electrical tower that was 
blown up lies three miles out- 
side the Cano-Limon oil field, the 
country’s second-largest, which is 
operated by Occidental Petroleum 
of Los Angeles. Officials at the com- 
pany’s offices in Bogota would not 
comment on whether the sabo- 
tage had paralyzed oil production 
at the field. 

Arauca state Gov. Jose Ignacio 
Llano told Caracol radio that two 
municipalities were without power 
following the sabotage. 

Rebels have been battling a suc- 
cession of elected governments in 
Colombia for four decades, and 
often attack the oil industry to 
extort money and cripple the 
infrastructure, (ap)

RICHMOND, VA. | The tax man never 
forgets a debt, but for the next two 
months, he’s willing to cut a deal. 

Virginia’s Department of 
Taxation on Tuesday begins amnes- 
ty for delinquent taxpayers, a chance 
to settle past- due tax bills and get 
a break on penalties and accrued 
interest charges. 

The campaign, which runs 
through Nov. 3, is intended to 
recoup an estimated $48 million 
for the cash-strapped state bud- 
get with this proposition to peo- 
ple with past- due bills: Come to 
us and pay up at a discount, or 
we’ll come find you. 


The department will mail about 
400,000 of the green, white and 
blue letters to people with past- due 
tax bills. Each letter will itemize the 
total debt owed on every delinquent 
bill, the lesser amount that can be 
paid during amnesty and the much 
larger sum that will be owed if the 
bill isn’t settled by Nov. 4. 

In 1990 the state granted 
amnesty only to taxpayers who 
settled their overdue debts in 
full. This time, amnesty applies 
to as much of the tax burden as a 
taxpayer can handle, said Kenneth 
W. Thorson, the state tax commis- 
sioner.

Fill ’Er Up - With Grease 


New station offers 
alternative fuels, but 
gas, diesel still reign 

SAN DIEGO I At a just- opened San 
Diego fuel station, attendants in 
white, 1950s-style uniforms clean 
customers’ windshields and offer to 
fill their tanks with biodiesel made 
from fish-fry grease. 

The ethanol pump delivers fuel 
made from waste scraped off the 
floor of a cheese plant. Electric cars 
can charge their batteries for free. 
There’s also natural gas and lique- 
fied propane gas (or LPG), both 
popular, less-polluting gasoline 
alternatives. 

“No one has ever put all of these 
in one place,” said Mike Lewis, 
the 37-year- old West Virginian 
who manages the Regional 
Transportation Center, which 
offers gas, diesel and six alterna- 
tive fuels. 

But so far, the No. 1 fuel at the 
station of the future, which opened

in early August, is plain old gas. 

Still, gasoline and diesel sales 
pay the bills and leave the center 
well-positioned for California’s 
clean vehicle movement aimed at

California has set a goal of hav- 
ing one of every 10 new vehicles sold 
in the state be nonpolluting by 2018. 
The RTC aims to solve one of the 
challenges posed by the mandate: 
Where do you fill ’er up? 

“You want these products to be 
marketed and sold just like gaso- 
line,” said Dan Fong, a transporta- 
tion technology specialist with the 
California Energy Commission. 

The $15 million RTC was bank- 
rolled by a dealership that sells 
Ford Motor Co.’s line of alterna- 
tive fuel vehicles beneath an adja- 
cent structure. 

Last year, Californians used 
about 15 billion gallons of gaso- 
line, more than a tenth of total 
U.S. demand.

These gadgets limit 
time online, but can 
be hacked in no time 

ACCESS I First, they go and restrict 
where kids can surf online. Now, the 
latest in kill-joy parental devices 
limit the amount of time kids can 
use the computer in the first place. 
But besides having myriad other 
uses (keeping roommates from 
monopolizing your DSL connec- 
tion, terrorizing technophobic 
grandparents), these gadgets and 
programs are easy to subvert. I test- 
ed four systems for setting limits on 
how long children (or whoever) can 
use the Internet, doing my best to 
exceed my allotted time. 

I started with the $69.95 Time- 
Scout Monitor, a strictly hardware 
approach from Card Access Inc. 
Plug your computer monitor into 
the device and move a lever to lock 
it. You then give or take away time 
in half-hour increments by swiping 
a series of bar-code cards includ- 
ed with the package. Power to the 


monitor shuts off automatically 
when time runs out. 

If only it weren’t so easy to 
bypass. Most monitors 
come with detach- ^ 

able cords, so even * 

though one end is 
locked, the other 
can be replaced 
with a second cord 
that plugs directly into an outlet. 
And the locking mechanism is eas- 
ily circumvented with a paper clip. 
I also noticed additional cards are 
sold in packs of three for $12.95. 
I know how I’d spend my allow- 
ance money. 

Next up is SecuriKey Personal 
Edition 1.0, a combination hard- 
ware and software system that 
retails for $149. Once you set it 
up on your Windows 2000 or XP 
machine, you can run your comput- 
er only when you plug a “key” into 
the computer’s USB port. You pull 
out the key when you think your 
child has surfed enough. 

Disabling it is nearly as easy. Just 
reboot your computer in diagnostic 
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When the SecuriKey is removed from 
the USB port.thecomputer locks. 

“safe mode with networking” — at 
least when you use default settings. 
True, a 9 -year- old kid may not be 
able to figure this out, but my mon- 


ey’s on the tech- savvy teens. It only 
takes one to discover it and spread 
the word at school or in chat rooms. 
If you block safe mode, kids can still 
disable the system by unchecking 
“Use SecuriKey Authentication” in 
the software — like when the key’s 
plugged in and you’re not looking. 

SurfControl Inc.’s CyberPatrol 6, 
which costs $39 per year, has a time 
manager included with its filter- 
ing software. You set up how 
many and what hours your 
child can use 
the Internet 
each week 
and each day. CyberPatrol was 
smart enough to detect when I set 
the computer’s clock back an hour 
or so to try to gain more time. But 
it didn’t catch me when I set the 
clock ahead to a time I knew was 
unrestricted. 

Finally, I tried the $39.95 Cyber 
Sentinel 2.0 from Security Software 
Systems Inc. You can permit or deny 
Internet access at specific hours, 
but there’s no provision for a daily 
or weekly time allowance. It was 
good at catching attempts to change 
the clock, but Cyber Sentinel didn’t 
block my AOL instant-messaging 
software. In trying to indirect- 
ly access Web sites using the IM 
program, I got Cyber Sentinel to 
crash and ultimately had unfettered 
access, anick jesdanun (ap)

Better still, you can 
view photos through FlashTrax’s 
full-color, 3.5-inch LCD screen. 

• The basics 

Slightly bigger than a personal 
digital assistant, FlashTrax has 30 
gigabytes of storage, enough for 
about 30,000 high-quality photos. 
Flip the display panel on FlashTrax, 
power it on and insert the Com- 
pactFlash card from the camera 
in the front slot. An adaptor sold 
separately lets the unit read other 
types of flash memory cards, such 
as Sony’s Memory Stick. There’s a 
nice four-directional thumb pad to 
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surf the display screen. Highlight 
the correct folder, and with one 
press of the “copy” button, the 
flash card contents are transferred. 
The display screen gives thumbnail 
shots along with file names — han- 
dy since cameras assign user-un- 
friendly names like “IMG_0430.” To 


view one, just scroll down, highlight 
It and press enter. There’s also a 
neat slideshow option for viewing 
stills. 

• Extras 

FlashTrax can also store and play 
music in MP3 format and play “mo- 
tion JPEG” files, the small video 
snippets recordable with most 
digital still cameras. The sound 
quality is fine through the onboard 
speaker, but even better through 
quality headphones. 

• Specs 

FlashTrax weighs 12 ounces and 
measures 5.6 inches by 3.6 inches, 
so it’s by no means a vest pocket 
device. The manufacturer says the 
rechargeable battery lasts three 
hours for audio playback and two 
hours for viewing photos. The unit 
works with Windows 98 or higher 
or Apple OS 8.6 or higher and re- 
quires a USB port to connect to the

How small will phones will get? 

I suspect that rather than see- 
ing smaller and smaller phones, 
we’ll see phones embedded in 
other things. 

How about comparison shopping 
with a cell phone: Put a bar-code 
reader on the phone, which will 
return comparison info? Is there 
any talk about that sort of service? 

I have heard of at least one com- 
pany that is working on a product 
such as you describe, although it 
uses the camera built into many 
new mobile phones. 

How much of a problem do you 
anticipate from a wireless “flood” 
caused by too many WiFi transmit- 
ters in urban areas — especially 
when people start illegally crank- 
ing up the power to get through the 
background noise? 

My hope would be that technol- 
ogists will work on ways to avoid 
this problem so as to prevent regu- 
lators from jumping into the pres- 
ently unregulated spectrum to 
begin licensing. 

Do you think this “number portabil- 
ity” feature the FCC has mandated 
will become reality for consumers 
by the November deadline? 

I hope so. I think that’s why 
you are seeing so much marketing 
from wireless carriers currently. 
Since carriers can’t lock folks into 
a phone number, they’ll have to lock 
them into a contract. 

I just got back from a small town 
in South Africa where I didn’t have 
electricity or running water but I 
had mobile phone service that puts 
the U.S. to shame. What’s the deal? 

The primary reason that wireless 
communications are better in some 
pretty “primitive” places is that these 
places are able to take advantage of 
the newest technology with no need 
for backward integration into aging 
infrastructure. You can make a dif- 
ferent set of decisions when you start 
from ground zero.

The glycemic index 
could explain why 
you’re hungry again 

NUTRITION I Should people really 
care that they digest potatoes faster 
than carrots? A Snickers bar faster 
than a Twix? 

Yes, say some of the country’s 
top nutritional experts. They are 
convinced that carbohydrates 
should be labeled good or bad, 
just as fats are. 

No, contend many other equal- 
ly respected nutritional experts. A 
carb is a carb is a carb. 

The debate involves an idea 
called the glycemic index. It is a 
way of rating how quickly carbo- 
hydrates are digested and rush 
into the bloodstream as sugar. 
Fast equals bad. In theory, a blast 
of sugar makes insulin levels go up, 
which leaves people quickly feeling 
hungry again. 

To believers, the glycemic index 
explains much of what has gone 
wrong with the world’s health and 


girth over the past two decades: 
Why diets so often fail. Why dia- 
betes is becoming epidemic. Why 
mankind is growing so fat. 

The idea has entered the scien- 
tific mainstream in much of the 
world, but it remains deeply con- 


troversial in the United States. To 
many skeptics, it’s a psuedo -theo- 
ry cobbled together to justify the 
high-fat, low- carb schemes that 
dietitians love to hate. 

In the past 20 years, the GI of 
at least 1,000 different foods has 


been measured. In general, starchy 
foods like refined grain products 
and potatoes have a high GI. 
Unprocessed grains and beans have 
a moderate GI. Nonstarchy vegeta- 
bles and most fruits are low. It gets 
more complicated: Overcooking can 
raise the GI. Ripe fruit is lower than 
green. A diced potato is lower than 
mashed, and thick linguini is lower 
than thin. 

While paying attention to the 
fine points of the glycemic index 
does require a certain amount of 
concentration, defenders of the 
idea say people can get most of 
the benefit just by following a few 
broad rules. 

“I do think this is an important 
concept for people to understand, 
but I don’t think they need to worry 
about specific numbers,” says Dr. 
Walter Willett of the Harvard 
School of Public Health. “In prac- 
tice, it means consuming refined 
starches — white bread, white 
rice, white pasta — sugary foods 
and beverages and potatoes spar- 
ingly.” DANIEL Q. HANEY (AP) 



Money a 
Sore Subject 

HEALTH CARE I Patients and doctors 
think it’s important to talk about 
out-of-pocket costs such as deduct- 
ibles and co-payments — yet the 
subject rarely comes up. 

In a study in the current issue 
of the Journal of the American 
Medical Association, research- 
ers found that 63 percent of the 
patients thought they needed to 
discuss these costs, but only 15 
percent reported actually having 
that conversation. 

The study attributed some of the 
communication gap to doctors feel- 
ing pressed for time. Patients cited 
discomfort discussing financial 
issues. When doctors and patients 
did talk about money, physicians 
became more aware of the burden 
their patients were shouldering and 
sometimes sought cheaper alterna- 
tives, the study found. (L. A. TIMES)

I’m wondering what steps institu- 
tions like yours take to stop music 
piracy. Do you monitor student net- 
works? 

Students’ personal computers 
in their dorm rooms access the 
Internet through the univer- 
sity network. We are not required 
legally to monitor our networks, 
and we do not do so. The comput- 
ers in our student computer labs 
dump everything on the hard 
drives every night, so students 
cannot use those computers to 
stash away MP3s. 

Does Catholic U send its students 
to “copyright school”? 

Yes, if we receive a complaint 
from the industry that a student 
has illegal Hies, we are this semes- 
ter implementing a system where 
the student has to pull the offend- 
ing material from his/her com- 
puter; advise us they have done 
so; and complete a short tutorial 
aimed at making sure they now 
understand some basic points 
about copyright law, including 
MP3 files. 

At Catholic University, if a stu- 
dent is actually subpoenaed by the 
Recording Industry Association of 
America, what does that do to his 
status as a student? 

If it was determined that a stu- 
dent violated the law with regard 
to MP3s, then that student would 
probably be processed into our stu- 
dent judicial system. Probably at 
worst, we’d end up cutting off the 
student’s Internet access through 
our system — that’s the penalty 
under the Digital Millennium 
Copyright Act — if we determined 
that he/she was a repeat or inten- 
tional offender. We might also take 
some student judicial action, such 
as probation.
